Claiming that every cloud — even 
one of smoke and soot — has a silver 
lining, a 
researcher says smog 
reduces 
the chances of getting 
sunburn or skin cancer 
Dr 
David 
Challinor 
of 
the 
Smithsonian 
Institution 
reported 
Monday 
that 
air 
pollution 
Significantly reduces the amount of 
ultraviolet light from the sun that 
reaches the earth 
Solar ultraviolet radiation is a 
high energy form of light which 
causes 
both 
sunburn 
and 
skin 
cancer 
It is also responsible for 
some types of eye damage, such as 
“ snow blindness,” and can be lethal 
to plants and animals in heavy 
enough doses. 
Considerably less ultraviolet light 
reaches metropolitan Washington, 
D C ., 
than 
the 
neighboring 
community 
of 
Rockville, 
Md . 
Challinor told the western regional 
meeting of the American Chemical 
Society and Society for Applied 
Spectroscopy 
He said the “ distance low value” 
of ultraviolet light in Washington as 
compared 
to 
Rockville 
was 
presumably due to greater air 


pollution 
from autos and other 
sources. He said variations of 10 per 
cent 
or 
more 
occur 
even 
on 
cloudless days. 
Previous 
Smithsonian 
studies 
showed that solar radiation reaching 
Washington in 1969 was significantly 
less than in 1907 and 1919, before 
smog became a part of urban life 
Challinor reported that Barrow. 
Alaska, 
which 
has 
a 
clear 
atmosphere, received 15 per cent 
more 
sunlight 
than 
Rockville, 
including 
a 
slight 
increase 
in 
ultraviolet and a sizeable increase in 
visual light. 
The 
Smithsonian 
set 
up 
monitoring stations at three points 
in the U.S. and at Bergen. Norway, 
and .Jerusalem after the amount of 
ultraviolet light striking the earth 
became 
an 
issue 
in 
the 
Congressional fight over funding of 
an American supersonic transport 
(SST) 
Scientists opposed to the SST 
warned that exhaust from the planes 
could damage a high altitude layer 
of ozone which acts as a protective 
barrier to the passage of ultraviolet 
light. 


Nixon to get Soviet invitation 


MOSCOW (U P II—Invitations will soon 
go out to the president of the United States 
and other non-Communist heads of state to 
attend celebrations 
marking 
the 50th 
anniversary 
of

Soviet 
Union, 
diplomatic sources said 
President Nixon is not likely to attend 
the Dec. 30 event himself, the sources said, 
but he probably will send a high-level 
delegation. 
China is another likely absentee, the 
sources 
said. 
Chinese 
leaders 
have 
boycotted every Soviet celebration in 
recent years. The sources said Monday 
that some capitalist countries already have 


been invited for the anniversary, but said 
the invitation to the U S chief executive is 
not likely to go out until after the American 
presidential election Nov. 7 
The anniversary’ marks the meeting on 
Dec. 30. 1922, in Moscow where delegates 
from independent republics decided to 
federate into the U S S R . , which now 
consists of 15 republics. 
The date is sometimes erroneously 
confused with the date of the formation of

Soviet 
state the 
Russian 
federation —which 
was 
established 
immediately after the Bolshevik seizure of 
power on Nov 7.1917 


Abrams headed back to Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (UPl! -Less than 24 
hours alter taking office as the new Army 
chief of staff, Gen Creighton W Abrams 
Jr. has headed back to Vietnam on a 
special mission for Defense Secretary 
Melvin R Laird 
Officially Abrams assignment is to take 
a first-hand look at the war—which he 
directed during the past four years as the 
U.S. Commander in Vietnam—and to 
report back to Laird in about a week 
But the stocky, cigar-smoking general's 
abrupt departure and the fact that he is 
considered closer to South Vietnamese 


President Nyugen Van Thieu than any 
other American suggested to many defense 
officials there might be more to the visit 
than the official explanation revealed

By a 3-2 vote, the Board of Supervisors has taken action 
opposing the Watson initiative on the .November General 
Flection ballot 
The close vote attacking the Watson plan — which 
promises to lower property taxes considerably while 
raising other taxes — came some three weeks after the 
board found itself mired down in three distinct efforts to 
take a stand 
Board chairman Curtis Tunnell, castigating the state 
legislature and governor’s office for “ failing us miserably 
in not achieving tax reform this year, 
joined with 
Supervisor Daniel G Grant in supporting a motion by 
Supervisor George H. Clyde opposing the Watson initiative. 
They agreed the plan would spell confusion for county 
government, schoo 
and special districts Supervisors 
Francis H. Beattie and Charles F. Catterlin voted against 
the motion, claiming the county shouldn’t take a stand on 
ballot measures 


AFL-CIO Firefighters’ Union president Mike Bennett 
urged a negative vote on the Watson plan, claiming it would 
handicap the county fire district forces and lay off firemen 
But the County Taxpayers’ Assn directors and the 
County Tax-Action Assn notified the supervisors they 
supported the Watson place as providing necessary 
property tax relief long overdue 
Taxpayers’ As.sn executive secretary Chester Knutilla

If the Watson plan is approved by the voters, it could 
mean — as an example, he said — that a Goleta Valley

Some slams that should be 
bid when all cards are seen 
are almost impossible to bid 
at the table and this is one 
of them 
North and South 
only have 27 high-card points 
and neither p l a y e r has a 
singleton or a six-card suit. 
Anyway, there you are in 
six and a heart is opened 
You win in dummy and lead 
the three of spades.

Preparation key to trip

It is a matter of preparation, according to Dale and 
Sandra Borgard, 110 Deneb Place. Preparation means the 
difference between a well-spent and an ill-spent summer 
vacation in Alaska. 
Alaska, a vast undeveloped state where regular gas costs 
65 cents a gallon and milk sells for $1.25 a half gallon, is not 
an area travelers should enter carelessly. This is especially 
true if you travel via car and trailer, as did Dale and 
Sandra; their two boys, Brad, 11, and Greg, 9; and 
Tinkerbell, the family dog. 
Recently Dale outlined the steps they took to insure 
themselves a well spent Alaskan vacation, one on which 
they would be at the right place at the time and not miss 
seeing and experiencing Alaska’s best. 
The Lompoc couple first talked to two friends who have 
vacationed in Alaska One friend showed slides he took. 
In February, the Bogards began a subscription to 
Alaskan 
magazine In it, for example they found out 
about The Milepost’ a must for northland travelers some 
say. 
The Milepost’ 
is a mile by mile guidebook of all 
the highways in Alaska, including the Alcan Highway which 
runs through Alaska and Canada. It lists almost every 
campsite, gas station cafe, lodge, settlement, museum, 
fishing spot, and other areas of concern along Alaskan 
roads and highways. 
Dale and Sandra sat down with "The Milepost’’ and 
worked out an itinerary of the places they wanted to see and 
coordinated these sites with projected dates they would be 
there. 
The reason for this is we had to make reservations for 
the ferry system,” said Dale. One of the friends suggested 
they plan these dates to prevent waiting davs for a ferrv 
crossing 
The Lompoc Travel Center was a big help here. Dale 
noted. F or no cost it made ferry and motel reservations for 


the Bogards r Although we were camping, every once u 
awhile we stayed in a motel.” » 
Dale and Sandra obtained more information by writini 
the Alaskan Travel Bureau and the Canadian Trave 
Bureau. Also, they checked books on Alaska out of th< 
library and purchased Sunset’s book on Alaska. 
Partly based on ‘ Milepost’’ suggestions Dale prepared 
his station wagon for the 9,000 mile road trip He took alonj 
three spare tires (two for the trailer, one for the can, ai 
extra gas can. a tool kit (complete with nuts and bolts ant 
nails), a battery jumper cable, towing strap, extra oil, heat 
light protectors, and a bug screen 
Much of the Alcan Highway is unpaved 
The Bogards over prepared in the clothes area ” W< 
expected cold and rainy weather, but it rained only twt 
days during the 55 days we were up there." said Dale I Ht 
commented to one native about the fine weather wh< 
responded. "Yes, and you better enjov it We have twt 
seasons up here - July and Winter ” 
Dale said the family also prepared for the times wher 
they knew extra entertainment would be desired — at mghl 
and when riding in the car for too long They brought alon* 
cards, checkers, and car games ("We even made up oui 
own games like license plate poker ” ) 
Before departure north even papers noting inoculations ol 
Tinkerbell were obtained 
The preparation really paid off because we didn’t have 
any big problems. We anticipated everything that happened 
to us,” said Dale. 
The Bogards kept pretty much to their schedule, 
traveling 50 to 300 miles a day, and did not miss any ferry 
crossings. They did, however, have three flat tires and ran 
out of gas once Fortunately, it happened two miles from a 
gas station, which, in Alaska, are located 132 miles apart on 
the highway. 
Although Dale had the gas can he had not filled it with 
gas.

Change expected

OCEAN FISHIN G 
Very little change in local sports fishing, except that 
bottom fishing, weather permitting, has been holding up A 
few bomto have been caught, and a few salmon reported, 
but few if any have been brought in. 
The fish are still in deep water, but according to some of 
the old time salmon fishermen, we can expect a change in 
the near future 
So from all acounts, one apparently can do about as well 
from the pier at Pismo, where white sea bass and bonito 
are occassionally being taken But it is a long walk to the 
end of a pier on the odd chance of tangling with a shark or 
large bass The odds are heavy against the average angler 
hitting the jackpot. 
The sports fishing season for salmon will close on 
November 12 The commercial season on salmon has 
already closed in this part of the world By the way, the 
sport fishing closure is from Tomales Point south. 
In the Santa Barbara-Hueneme and Ventura area, rough 
weather out at sea slowed things up But in between 
storms, there was some yellow tail activity in the Anacapa 
area with fair sized fish being brought in Closer in Calico 
and sand bass were plentiful, with a few halbut caught in 
the Goleta kelp beds, where there happens to be a sandy 
bottom. 
Albacore action out of Morro Bay also suffered from 
inclement weather, and cut the catch to an average of 
probably two per angler. The long fins are still a long way 
out, from 50 to 70 miles, quite a run! A few blue fin tuna 
have appeared in the school. For reservations call either 
Breeb’s or Virges Landing at Morro Bay. 
San Simeon is still producing some good rock fishing, and 
a few large ling cod are in the bags Weather here is a 
factor. Check with the Morro Bay landing or Virge Moore 
to find out condition before setting out on a long, and what 
might be fruitless, drive 
FRESH W A TER FISHING 
At Nacimiento Lake fishing pressures has eased up. 
according to lake manager Pat Murphy,. But fishing itself 
has not with the white bass on the move. Anglers are 
catching them when trolling for Crappie, who still lead the 
list of good catches, with fish running over two pounds 
Black bass are hitting, but are on the small side, about 
one-to-two pounds The real lunkers are conspicious by 
their absence. No doubt they have not recovered from their 
summer sleep, so can expect some good fall fishing 
Best catfishing is at night, on water dogs, fresh or frozen. 
Action slow at Margarita Lake; catfish the center of the 
stage in the muddy shallows at the top end of the lake, lots 
of pan fish. 
Nothing much doing at Lopez Lake. A few bass, no trout 


activity, and with the water low and warm, no reports on a 
trout plant 
Both Lakes Cachuma and Casitas report catfishing 


excellent, with some fish going over 20 pounds in the latter 
lake 
Beyond that, bass fishing slow, trout almost 
negligible. However, a change in weather may stir up the 
local creeks and help the trout action There is no dobt that 
in both these lakes, large trout are present, but are hiding 
out in the very deep water, not interested in baits or lures. 
Seemingly they like nice fresh foragefish, such as young 
bass and catfish, for an evenings repast. 
In the central and northern part of the state, stream 
scouts report fall fishing is picking up. Ram has brought 
fresh water and new action on the scene Lots of fish all 
over Humboldt County, but catching them is something 
else! All streams clear and cold, with plenty of chub 
salmon and trout, but salmon and steelhead are still scarce. 
Trinity County waters still the best bet Trinity River 
good on salmon. Further south Kings River reports fishing 
as poor, some reservoirs only half full. On the Kern River 
fishing is almost at a standstill, waters all low and clear. 
Permanent opening dates for trout and salmon fishing 
would be established under a recommendation of the 
D F.G. for a changes in the 1973 sport fishing regulations 
Under this proposal, northern California streams, and lake 
and streams m Mono and Inyo Counties would open for 
and salmon fishing on the last Saturday in April. North 
coast streams would open on the Saturday preceedmg 
Memorial Day Seasons would run thru November 15. 
Other recommendations would remove the 20-pound 
weight limit on catfish, open sections of the Kern River to 
all-year fishing, extend salmon spawning areas, and spell 
out more protection for rare and endangered species of 
fish. 
These recommendations have been submitted to the State 
Fish and Game Commission and will be debated in public at 
their meetings The public will then have a say in the 
matter, whicn will be a guide to the commission in its final 
judgement. 


Cachuma trout plant 


Trout fishing at Lake Cachuma county park will get a 
major boost starting Wednesday when the State Fish and 
Game Department begins plants of 1,000 pounds of 
catchable trout on a weekly basis through next March 


The County Park Commission gave its approval Thursday 
to continuation of the program, which has brought sizeable 
added revenues to the county park during the slower winter 
months by attracting hundreds of fishermen. 


Concessionaires and Santa Ynez Valley business have 
also benefited from the influx of fishermen once the trout 
plants start, it was reported 


Trout planted m the lake will come from the State Fish 
and Game Department hatchery at Fillmore and the 
Buckhorn Hatchery on alternate weeks.

electrocardiogram 
performed on Hughes or 
else

wantonly and in reckless 
disregard of the life and 
health 
of Hughes failed to 
tell him of the condition 
Stanley R Nelson.

Holyoke eats well 
no canned dog food, which is 90 percent cereal 
and water. Bill said Sometimes chopped beef or veal is added to his 
kebil diet 
They are just like you and I They want a little variety." noted Bill 
Holyoke, “as an adult . is required to exercise an hour each day to 
build muscle tone. Bill runs him three miles 
Because he is a Standard Poodle, Holyoke s eight inch long coat is 
brushed for three hours a day by Bill This is done for reasons of health 
and comfort but the main reason is for show in the ring 


Once a month Bill gives Holyoke a ten hour grooming treatment 
This includes a bath, face and toenail trimming, a coat clipping 
At night, Holyoke sleeps in his show crate in Bill's back bedroom 


The aim of all this care and attention is for Holyoke to one day

A study of the set design of “ Marat-Sade ", Allan 
Hancock College s second play of the 1972-73 drama 
season, is a lesson in the importance of scenery to the 
success of a production 
I he 
Marat-Sade 
set has been divided into two 
levels, set designer Jack Shouse and director Stuart 
Sutton said last week The levels represent antithesises 
found in life, a theme of this play written by Peter Weiss 
which, in the words of Sutton. “Swept Europe and the 
U.S. “ in 1965 and 1966 


When you take your seat in the Performing Arts 
Center theatre on a campus look at the let Start with the 
upper half of the set, from the balcony up 
Here you'll notice props and decorations of rich colors 
( red and gold i and of ornate design As the play begins 
also note that only 19th century aristocrats, dressed in 
fine clothing, 
frequent this area and 
sit 
in

comfortable furniture 


Next observe the lower half of the set It is surrounded 
by crude architecture and sullen, faded colors (browns 
and off-whites i Most characters ( 19th century lunatics > 
performing on this level dress in burlap 
Shouse and Sutton created this set design; and all 
detail was included for specific reasons: 
“The scene designer and the director must come to a 
clear understanding of the type, style, and mood, and

spirit, and goal of the total production. for the setting has 
one primary purpose to help the actor," writes drama 
professor Fdward A Wright in 
Understanding Today s 
Theater." 
This too is the goal of the “Marat-Sade" set Said 
Shouse, “the set was created to visually reinforce (the) 
two different worlds which are in conflict in the play " 
“Marat-Sade”. fully titled “The Persecution and 
Assassination of Marat as Performed bv the Inmates of 
the Asylum of Charenton Under the direction of the 
Marqufs de Sade" is really a play within a play It takes 
place in 1808 in the bath house of an insane asylum where 
wretched inmates act out a play (written by Sade 
who 
is also an inmate) for the entertainment of the rich and 
(so-called) sane audience. 
Sade’s play features a verbal confrontation of his 
individualistic philosophy (“For me the only reality is 
imagination, the world inside myself” i and social- 
political upheaval philosophy (“ What is the blood of 
these artistocrats compared with the blood the people 
shed for you ..’’) of Marat, a leader of the French 
revolution which ended 15 years prior. 
Hancock’s actors portray characters who represent 
some of life’s opposites — reality and imagination, 
sanity and insanity, wealth and poverty, low and high 
classes, individualism and collectivism 
Although these antithesises are emphasized further by 


the set design of dual levels, Sutton said tha the set. like 
most scenery, W ill affect the audience without it being 
totally aware of it 
Sets, 
he explained “function on the subliminal level 
of the audience's consciousness " 


Sutton believes that if an audience is too aware of the 
scenery on stage then the set design has failed Its 
purpose is not to upstage the actors. 
Sutton noted other scenery techniques in “Marat- 
Sade 
which add to his (the director’s) interpretation of 
the play. One is pictures and cartoons projected on large 
screens above the set balcony. 


“Until the end of Marat-Sade the images will remain 
still At the end they will move rapidly This is to shatter 
the reality of the pictures that have been hanging there 
for two hours,” he said. 
Sutton indicated he is playing up the real world vs. the 
imagined world theme of* “ Marat-Sade.” Reality, he 
said, will be something the audience will be unsure about 
when it leaves the theater 
“Marat-Sade” premieres Thursday and is performed 
again on October 21. 25,27. and November 2 and 4 Bill 
Frankfather an acting instructor at Hancock, appears 
as Sade 
Vance Jefferis, Artist in Residence, plays 
Coulmeir and Harry Groener is Marat

28 and November 1 and 3 
The story is of a degraded minister, a man who flaunts 
his passion for liauor and teenage girls, and of the two 
women vying for his affections The scene is a run down 
hotel that sets on the top of a hill off the coast of Mexico 
Although “Iguana

preserves Mr William*« unique and inspired vision, and 
would appear to be the best new American play of the 
season ”

alternative. Life imprisonment forever, 
without the possibility of commutation of 
sentence is another. Both alternatives, we 
believe are far more humane than asking 
others 
to 
drop 
cyanide 
pellets, 
pull 
switches, drop gallows or pull triggers in 
our behalf. Currently prisoners sentenced 
for “ life 
in California are paroled after 
an average term of 14 years. Certainly, in 
“cold-blooded ' killings this is ridiculous 
and the Legislature ought to correct this 
immediately. 


We believe, as the official argument 
against Proposition 17 states, that the 
death penalty bloodies all of us. Human 
life is not sacred when the State sets an 
example of violence by executing someone 
simply because it seems a convenient 
disposal for the problem of crime. 


We respectfully urge a “ no 
vote on 
Proposition 17 


McGovern on peace 


Proposition 17 on the November 7 ballot 
has to be the most emotional issue ever 
placed on a State ballot 
- 
deciding 
whether 
to 
overturn 
the 
California 
Supreme Court 
ruling that the death 
penalty is cruel and unusual punishment 
and is therefore unconstitutional. 
Technically, 
Proposition 
17 
would 
amend the Constitution to provide that all 
State laws in effect February 17, 1972 
requiring, 
authorizing, 
imposing 
or 
relating to the death penalty are in full 
force and effect, subject to legislative 
amendment or repeal by law, initiative or 
referendum; 
and 
that 
death 
penalty 
provided for under those State laws shall 
not 
be deemed 
to be. or constitute, 
infliction of cruel or unusual punishment 
within the meaning of the California 
Constitution. 
If adopted, the measure would reinstate 
the death penalty immediately for four 
crimes: treason, train wrecking, perjury in 
a capital case and the killing of a prison 
guard by a life-term inmate. It also would 
give the Legislature power to impose 
death on a mandatory basis for other 
crimes such as kidnaping, murder and 
rape. 
The campaign on this issue has evoked 
intense emotional debate, often veering 
into religious realms. 
However, we feel that the most basic 
questions involved in the issue are; does 
the death penalty deter crime? If so. is it 
right for a society to kill if it is immoral 
for an individual to do so? 
We take the position that the death 
penalty does not deter crime. We reject 
the argument that the more society kills 
citizens, the less the citizens will kill each 
other. We reject the argument that a 
society that respects human life must 
protect the life of its innocent victims by 
taking further life.

Democratic committee Neither am 
I aware that George McGovern has 
hit him for this quite* concrete 
failure 
On the other hand, Mr 
McGovern isn t likely to do that 
Take away their lewd mail, and 
what have the children got left ’ 
That would be the final betrayal of 
George McGovern 
Way

in 
the story, 
the 
reporter tells of the heckling of 
Richard Nixon by peace protesters 
It was to them that he shouted out 
his judgment that “those who have 
had a chance for four years and 
could not produce peace, should not 
be given 
another chance

su g g ests 
a 
crabbed 
analytical mind 


For one thing, if you go ahead and 
take the statement literally, why 
should we suppose that Nixon was 
correct0 McGovern takes him to be 


incorrect in almost every other 
particular So why should he happen 
to be correct only when he lays down 
the law that a President who cannot 


produce peace in four years should 
not 
be 
reelected? 
Is 
McGoven 
saying that the American people 
were wrong in voting for Abraham 


Lincoln in 1864? He had tour years, 
but hadn’t yet brought peace Were 
the 
American 
people 
wrong 
in 
voting for Franklin Roosevelt in 
1944? He certainly hadn't produced 
peace 


If 
one 
gets 
away 
from 
the 
literalness of the term, what is it 
that 
is 
generally 
meant 
bv 
“producing 
peace1' 
It 
means 
producing 
peace for the United 
States. Peace for the United States 
is generally measured by an end to 
the loss of American lives. The 
United 
States 
is 
still 
spending 
money in the Indochinese theatre 
Rut the expenditure of that money, a 
small 
percentage 
of 
our 
total 
military budget, was not the major 
issue accosted by Nixon in 1968 


Clearly, if he had said that by the 
end of his term of office not one 
American soldier would be dying in 
Vietnam, that statement would have 
been considered more newsworthy 
than his pledge to take the dirty 
pictures away from the children. 
But 
in 
fact 
Mr 
Nixon 
has 
accomplished peace in this sense 


Substantively, he has lived up to his 
pledge at Santa Monica of four years 
ago. 


Fighting 
rem ains, 
so 
that 
technically it can indeed be said that 
he has not “produced peace.’ How 


can anyone produce peace, so long 
as there are people in the world who 
are willing to fight to dominate 


other people, and so long as there 
are 
people 
willing 
to 
fight 
to 
maintain their independence0 What 
George McGovern would do is to 


punish those who would fight to 
maintain their independence 
So 
that 
what 
George 
McGovern’s 
pledge to the American people is 


reducible to is: I pledge that I shall 
produce peace in the world by 
denying to anyone the arms with 
which to resist agression. 


But McGovern does not encourage 
people 
to 
take 
him 
literally. 
Whether he is promising a thousand 
dollars to every man woman and 
child, which promise he now asks 
us to accept metaphorically 
Or 
whether he is promising to back 
Kagleton one thousand per cent He 
is now formally pledged to breaking 
promises made by three American 


presidents to the people of South 
Vietnam — to stand bv them against 
agression 
He asks the American 
people to elect him in order that he 
might 
repeal 
what 
pledges 
his 
predecessors 
have 
made 
It 
becomes altogether involuted But 
even though McGovern will lose the 
election, he has forever damaged 
American credibility, and in so 
doing, he will damage the cause or 
peace for years and years to come

But there are quite a 
number of things you won’t find in 
Sierra Countv. either Whether or 
not it is good not to have these things 
is a moot question Here is a partial 
list of possible things not in Sierra 
County:
